Attorney General Moody Will Remain 
In Cabinet to Conduct Fight }' 
■ ! on' the Beer Hen .;/ ". 

There is trouble ahead for the beef pack- 
era of Chicago and other western cities. 
Attorney General). Moody 'has decided, to 
remain, for a time at least, at the bead, 'of 
the Department .of Justice, his" "special 
reason .being that hi seesa chance to do a 
big piece of work in connection ' with the 
investigation of . the fib-called beef trust 
which , tbe Department ■ of Commerce and 
Labor has beenjnaking under the direction 
of Commissioner Garfield of the bureau of 
corporations. Although no one in author- 
ity can be induced to say bo in plain words, 
the inference is tbat enough bas been dis- 
closed by the investigation to. warrant the 
conlcusion that before the government is 
done ' with the beet packers suits are to be 
instituted by the: government.' Attorney 
General Moody had until recently expected 
to retire from office not later than* March 4 
next, for the purpose 'o£ resuming the 
practice of law. He has ;iiow'' informed 
President Roosevelt that* he is willing to 
remain for a "longer and indefinite time, 
and the President is very glad indeed to 
retain his services. To what extent -the 
investigation of the so-called trust has 
developed violation of tbe law and opened 
tbe way for prosecution in the courts . can- 
not now be definitely determined. The 
evidence secured ie voluminous and care- 
fully guarded. • The most of it will be sent 
to the'President and by him be transmitted 
to Congress within a few weeks, probably 
soon alter the holiday, adjournment of) Con- 
gress, . The President will exercise hiB 
rights to return the report, and the secret 
evidence which cannot b'tj Riven, publicity 
without injustice to the men who furnished 
it, over to tbe Attorney ^General for such 
action as he may Bee fit to take, Mr. 
Moody's determination to remain in , office 
because he thinks be perceives an oppor- 
tunity to do a big job of work is held to 
indicate that the packers will have to ap- 
pear in court, to answer complaints filed 
against them by tbe government, -'

A HU GE TUNNEL P EAL 

CHICAGO'S FREIGHT, TO CO, 
UNDERGROUND 
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Cblcago Subway Company, With Cap- 
ital or $50,000,000, Obtains Char- 
ter In New Jersey 

- A complete revolution of the methods of 
handling tbe freight business of practically 
all of the railroads having terminals in 
Chicago iB promised by the Chicago Sub- 
way company, which was incorporated in 
New Jersey, Monday, with a capitalization 
of 150,000,000 and immediately came into 
possession of the Chicago Tunnel company, 

Behind this definite announcement of 
purpose is said to lie a etrong possibility 
that ultimately the street railway systems 
of the city will.be provided with subways 
in the heart of the city, and thus further 
relieve the congestion which has been com- 
plaided of for years. 

It is strongly hinted that tbe construc- 
tion of a subway directly above the tunnels 
is contemplated at some time, and that a 
controlling interest in the Illinois Tunnel 
company was achieved in order to avoid 
litigation and embarrassment during the 
construction period. 

i Two-thirds of the' stock of tbe Illinois 
Tunnel company has been . bought by the 
new corporation, the purchasers, according 
to the statement made by Albert G. Wheel- 
er, president of tbe tuDnel'company, being 
representatives of railroads which handle 
fully 90 per cent of the freight business in 
Chicago. Local financiers also are inter- 
ested in the huge deal, John W. Gates and 
P. A. Valentine being among those who 
are Bdid to have backed their faith' in the 
project. 

■'.The report that a big subway company 
waB being /organized in the -east... which 
would center its activities in Onicago, 
gained circulation severn! days ago, and 
became tbe subject, of much gossip in trac- 
tion circles because of the belief that it 
concerned the street railways. 

President Wheeler of the Illinois Tunnel 
Company denies that tbe new corporation 
bad any connection with the street rail- 
way companies or tbat any street railway 
officials were connected with the new com- 
pany. 1 - .... _.. ■.-■.,._- 

In defining the scope and purposes of the 
new company Mr. Wheeler waxed enthusi- 
astic, . He drew a glowing picture of Chi- 
cago as it would appear when the plans of 
the Chicago Subway Company have been 
fully carried out, and predicted that tbe 
city would be benefited as never before by 
private corporation. 

Here are some of the things promised 
when tbe full scope of the scheme is in op- 
eration. * • 

Freight traffic will be diverted from tbe 
streets to the tunnels, and tbe streets thus 
relieved of the dirt incidental to teaming. 

Railroad freight yards will be . removed 
ten or fifteen miles from the central part 
of the city, thus leaving valuable real estate 
available for other business uses. 

.All freight will be handled more expedi- 
tiously, the cars to which the freight has 
been transferred at ibe outer yards coming 
Into tbe city by the tunnels and electric 
motera. 

With the passing of freight locomotives 
tbe city will be relieved of ,80 , per cent of 
tbe smoke, nuisance. 

The necessity for tearing up pavements 
will be practically overcome when tele- 
gragh and telephone wire, gas pipes, water 
pipes and other public utilities are placed 
within the tunnels. 

Mail will be bandied more quickly when 
tetters and parcels can be dropped directly 
into the tunnels through mail boxes, and 
thence conveyed directly to the postoffice.

Eleven of the tanks exploded In 
rapid succession, nnd were followed nt 
short inter villa by the bin sis of the 
others. The lire sprend to the, build- 
ing adjoining, belonging tu the People's 
Gas Light niul Coke Company, and 
threatened to reach the large storage 
tanks of that company. Policemen 
were sent abuut for, a mile radius 
warning persons to move from their 
homes. 

The explosions were so forceful that 
for n radius of half n mile windows 
were broken and walls of buildings 
thrown out of plumb. For fear that 
the explosions might continue and 
cause Hie blowing up of the two big 
tanks, which . hold millions of cubic 
feet of gns, no one would venture near 
the nil ns of the plant. The* firemen 
una the policemen nt first, refused to 
venture near the place, because It' was 
known that the lend pipes ; into , the 
larger tanks might be nt any moment . 
a vcritulde fuse to set off enough gas 
to raze tho vicinity. 

At the first; exi iloslons many of tbs 
men employed In the pi ant tied to the 
street These escaped with slight In- 
juries. Persona living in the vicinity 
deserted their homes, storekeepers left 
their stores and all lied with what va!r 
unbles they could seize amid the rum- 
bling nnd crashing of the tanks as 
Ibelr stcol shies were rent asunder. 
Within a few minutes not one house in 
half a mile radius of the gas plant was 
occupied.' 

It was momentarily expected that 
the larger tanks would explode. Th« 
heat was so tremendous that It drove 
the firemen back, aiid for a time they 
were forced to throw water on tho 
blaze from a block's distance, luoihgii- 
tnrlly expecting to be burled to the 
earth by the explosion of the big tanks. 
The flames were shooting hundreds of 
feet Into the ulr. accompanied . by 
clouds of black smoke from the burn- 
ing gns. At Intervals clouds of debris 
consisting of bricks and Iron from the 
bursting tanks wore Hirown Into the 
air by explosions. 

The explosion is believed to have 
boon can set! by a search for leaks lu 
Btipply tnnks made by one of the em- . 
ploycB. The twenty-two small tanks 
in the storage building were each 
stored with 2,*i"i0 pounds to the cubic 
Inch of space of acetylene gas. Tho 
tnnks are used to place beneath Pull- 
mnu Bleeping cars and other mil way 
cars, and will supply one car with light 
for six months.' The twenty-two tanks 
had been charged and were in readi- 
ness for uttachi ng to cars, ,

New York tlie Duy Ilcfore Election. 

Xevcr before was there such betting 
on the day preceding election ns ihero 
was iu New York Monday. Tho totnl 
n mount wagered was far iu excess of $1,- 
t!00,Wl>. . On Broadway tlie recorded 
wagers aggregated over SilOU.OOO, whilo 
on Wnll street the amount put up waa 
mora than i? 100,000. 

There cccmed to be no end of money 
In the hands of those anxious to back 
Uoosevolt lit nlmost any odds. The pre- 
vailing figures were to 1 nud 5" to 1.

The fanner who lias u uniformly 
good corn clop Is Kcuurnlly tho mnn 
who looks after his seed himself. He 
doce not buy from nny denier whose 
circular happens to full lutn his hands 
nnd plant the seed wit limit testing, 
'ilia careful farmer picks out tils seed 
from Uie best of his own corn or that 
of his neighbor, sees that It is properly 
dried nnd cured fur during the winter 
and tests It before [limiting hi the 
prcr'nig. The enrol ess farmer does not 
rt*u those things nnd then kicks been use 
krs crop Is n fill iu re, lie ought to 
have a mnn to npply Fotne good lusty 
kicks to his person. The seedmen nre 
not nlwnys to lilnme. Some of them 
nre honest. The farmer should tost 
brs seed for himself, nnd If It be good 
give the seedniiin Ills due; If on Uio 
other Inind, It be bnd, let him dispose 
of it the best ho crin. A falling thnt 
growers have Is to delny securing their 
Bocd until too little time Is left to ob- 
tain an n dee, unto knowledge of Its reel 
value. I cannot too strongly urge corn 
growers to nco to It now Unit well-ma- 
tured ears of n desirable typo nnd the 
product of n vnrlety tinted for suc- 
cessive largo yields bo secured for next 
yeur'a seeding.— Clinton M, Schullz.

The iiuin bet' of Sbortborns in this 
country is estimated to bo 250,000, but 
I think there are not more than 100,- 
000, nil told. People fnll to tnko ac- 
count of -Biich periods as ISS0-1SO0, 
when the pure-bred cntUo business 
was at low ebb. Hundreds of brood- 
ers, finding the business of breeding 
unprofitable, sold their stock ns grade 
cuttle, nnd let them go for beef pur- 
poses. Whole herds in Kansns, Mis- 
souri, Iown and Illinois were disposed 
of In that manner, ami all efforts to 
keep accounts of pedigree* was aban- 
doned. Thus m nny were lost to record 
nltogcUicr, Another thing to be taken 
into consideration in regard to Uie sup- 
ply of Shorthorn cattle In this country 
Is tho fact that tho life of an active, 
pure-brod Shorthorn bull, when allow- 
ed to run wilh grade herds, Js vory^ 
short, usunlly not over four years. Af- 
ter thnt time bo generally goes to mar- 
ket fut, nnd Ids career us n> producer, 
etuis then nnd there. It Is merely a 
guess, nnd n mighty vnguo ono at that, 
to estimate the number of Shorthorns 
In this country. — W. A. Harris. 






Heat Feed None Too Good, 
When cows are tested for records 
they nre not fed on Btrnw and fodder 
or with the view of saving in the food, 
but on the contrary, the best foods 
thnt en n ho obtained arc not consid- 
ered too good or costly. Grain, clover, 
pasturage, Unseed meal nnd roots as- 
sist, encli to afford a vnrioty or chnuge, 
tu promote the uppcUto and to Induce 
the cow to eat ns much as &ho can 
digest, hence such cows have great di- 
gestive capacity, nod run utilize largo 
i] nnn titles of food, Tho fact that they 
arc well bred Is simply nn evidence 
that they an* from families thnt hnve 
been noted for good record b. It Is the 
food thnt nm!; cs the milk nnd butter, 
but nn ordlnnry cow does not possess 
the enpiielly of consuming nnd con- 
verting lnrgc quantities or food Into 
milk and butter compared with ono 
that Is pure bred.

Tho Fifty-eighth Congress will ex-

Things move more rapldly 
tban In the longer session of tho pre- 
ceding year. Young members havo 
now all had n winter's experience, Tho 
House of Itcp reson tat Ives passes Its 
appropriation bills more speedily In n 
second year, since the questions in dis- 
pute nro naturally "fought out" the- 
flrst time they como before its mem- 
bers.
